Senato r 
Cu rtis; Demo cratic flo o r leader, said 
definite pro gress alo ng this line may 
be ex pected fro m no w o n. 
No thing 
mu ch has been do ne y et to ward sim­ 
plify ing and perfecting the registratio n 
law and to ward strengthening the pri­ 
mary laws. The cau cu s has appo inted 
co mmittees to take care o f these mat­ 
ters. 
A bill fo r a big increase in the sal­ 
aries o f all the co u nty au dito rs o f the 
state will be intro du ced in the ho u se 
by Representativ e Ensle. 
A co mmit­ 
tee o f co u nty au dito rs met at the Ma­ 
rio n co u nty co u rtho u se and after go ing 
ev er the situ atio n, decided to ask the 
legislatu re to make the increases. All 
au dito rs had fu rnished the legislativ e 
co mmittee o f the au dito r’s asso ciatio n 
with a statement as to the bu siness o f 
their o ffices, and an estimate as to 
what they regarded as a fair salary fo r 
the o ffice. 
The recall was ex ercised in the sen­ 
ate by Senato r Akin, chairman o f the 
co mmittee o n co u nty and to wnship 
bu siness, v ho called back to co mmit­ 
tee the Ko lsem bill, which wo uld le­ 
galize the emplo y ment and acts o f 
depu ty assesso rs in Vigo co u nty . 
Af­ 
ter the Vigo co u nty bill was repo rted 
fav o rably by the co mmittee facts came 
cu t which made it lo o k so bad that the 
co mmittee desired to reco nsider it. 


Hous ing Bill Adv a nc e d. 
The ho u sing bill, which was drawn 
a t the instance o f Mrs. Albio n Fello ws 
Baco n, has been adv anced to engro ss­ 
ment in the senate. 
Other bills ad­ 
v anced to engro ssment were as fo l­ 
lo ws: 
Au tho rizing the emplo y ment o f 
co u nty detectiv es; fo r the su bstitu tio n 
o f electro cu tio n fo r hanging: au tho r­ 
izing the appro priatio n by co u nty co m­ 
missio ners o f mo ney fo r co u nty fairs; 
fo r the appo intment o f ro ad su perv i­ 
so rs by to wnship tru stees, and fo r sy s­ 
tematic plu mbing and inspectio n. 
Fav o rable repo rt was made o n the 
Van Nu y s bill which requ ires co rpo ra­ 
tio ns o r indiv idu als seeking franchises 
to pu blish o ne week befo re the final 
hearing the full tex t o f the franchises, 
and the pu blicatio n o f amended sec­ 
tio ns o f franchises. 
Senato r Ratts’s 
rat day bill was fav o rably repo rted by 
the co mmittee o n criminal co de and 
was no t o ppo sed. 
The Cu rtis bill fo r 
u nifo rm tex t bo o ks in high scho o ls was 
repo rted fav o rably . 
The Hau ck bill 
pro v iding fo r the separatio n o f grade 
cro ssings o u tside o f cities and to wns 
o n o rder o f the railway co mmissio n, 
was adv anced to engro ssment. 
Sena 
to r Kistler’s bill pro v iding that legal 
pu blicatio ns, no w made in weekly pa­ 
pers, shall be made either in daily o r 
weekly papers, was passed, as were 
bills fo r the establishment o f play ­ 
gro u nds in cities o f the seco nd class; 
fo r the pay ment o f ex penses o f pro s­ 
ecu ting atto rney s trav eling to take 
depo sitio ns; creating separate circu its 
fo r Gibso n and Po sey co u nties: taking 
Fo rt Way ne o u t o f the Ev ansv ille po p­ 
u latio n class so as to leav e the pres­ 
ent metho d o f electing scho o l co mmis­ 
sio ners In fo rce: pro hibiting the u se 
o f ferrets in the hu nting o f rabbits and 
o ther animals, and fo r the immediate 
cleaning o f milk, cream and ice cream 
co ntainers after they are emptied. 
Senato r Sto tsenbu rg withdrew his 
bill pro v iding fo r wo man su ffrage o n 
scho o l qu estio ns and su bstitu ted a bill 
which seeks to make wo men eligible 
to electio n as scho o l tru stees in all cit­ 
ies and to wns o f the state, bu t leav es 
o u t any su ffrage pro v isio ns. 


Mothe rs ' Pe ns ions De ba te d. 
Representativ e 
Sands's 
mo thers’ 
pensio n bill pro v o ked v igo ro u s debate 
in the ho u se. 
The majo rity o f the 
co mmittee o n Ju diciary B had repo rted 
against the bill, the mino rity fo r it. 
Attacking the measu re o n the gro u nd 
that it wo uld create a co nditio n sim­ 
ilar to that in Kentu cky , where, he 
said, so me families receiv ed as mu ch 
as $1,200 a y ear fo r the care o f im­ 
becile children, Representativ e Vo ris 
declared that u nder the present sy s­ 
tem po o r children are well cared fo r 
in Indiana. 
The majo rity repo rt was 
su bstitu ted fo r the majo rity , and the 
bill o n mo tio n o f its au tho r was 
amended so as to pro v ide that in o r­ 
der to be entitled to the pay ments the 
father, mo ther o r parents mu st sho w' 
that he, she o r they had been residing 
In the state o ne y ear, and in the co u n­ 
ty six mo nths prio r to the filing o f a 
petitio n fo r relief. 
The bill was then 
adv anced to engro ssment. 
The Ad­ 
ams bill to amend the registratio n act 
was amended so as to permit candi­ 
dates fo r ju dgeships to co ntribu te to 
campaign fu nds. 
Amo ng the bills passed in the ho u se 
were the Tingle inheritance tax meas­ 
u re and the Adam bill amending the 
I resent co rru pt practices act.

There 
had been a do llar limit o n the game, 
bu t ju st befo re this hand was play ed 
the limit had been taken o ff. Mr. Mc­ 
Dermo tt o pened the po t with a $2 bet. 
This was raised by the cattlemen and 
the o ther play ers stay ed fo r the draw, 
by which time each man had $6 0 in 
the po t. 
After the draw the two 
strangers threw their hands into the 
discard and the fo u r cattlemen kept 
raising o ne ano ther u ntil there was 
clo se to $1,000 In the po t.

The smashing 
o f the w’indo w panes attracted a hu s­ 
tling mo b o f to u ghs, w’ho also engaged 
in diso rders. 
The to u ghs made so 
mu ch tro u ble fo r the su ffragettes that 
many o f the wo men gladly accepted 
! esco rts o f po lice to sav e them fro m 
the v io lence o f the diso rderly male 
element. 
In the meantime iso lated 
gro u ps o f wo men tramped thro u gh the 
do wnpo u r o f rain to the main West 
End sho pping district, smashing win­ 
do ws wherev er they had an o ppo rtu ­ 
nity . 
In their sensatio nal to u r o f de 
stru ctio n so me o f the wo men po u red 
co rro siv e liqu ids into mail bo x es. 
The wo men claim to he well pleased 
with the resu lt. 
They claim that the 
ho u se o f co mmo ns paid them 
the 
greatest co mpliment in their career 
by rising at least two ho u rs befo re the 
u su al time o f adjo u rnment in o rder to 
escape what they call their ju st v en- 
| geance.

Miss Taft, acco mpanied by Miss 
Martha Bo wers, dau ghter o f the late 
so licito r general; Dr. Cary Gray so n, a 
White Ho u se nav al aide, and Miss Isa­ 
bel Vincent, Miss Taft's ho u se gu est 
fro m St. Pau l, were enjo y ing a cro ss­ 
co u ntry ride. Miss Bo wers’s ho rse be­ 
came u nmanageable and Dr. Gray so n, 
fearing fo r her safety , su ggested that 
they ex change mo u nts. 
Miss Bo wers, 
being o ne o f the best kno wn ho rse­ 
wo men in the capital, declined the o f­ 
fer. 
Co ming do wn Six teenth street hill 
o n the ride ho me, Miss Bo wers’s ho rse 
su ddenly go t bey o nd her co ntro l and 
dashed wildly do wn the hill. 
She 
tu gged o n the reins, bu t to no av ail. 
The o thers o f the party , inclu ding Miss 
Taft, were o u tdistanced so that al­ 
tho u gh they spu rred o n to Miss Bo w­ 
ers’s assistance, they were a blo c* 
behind when U street was reached by 
the ru naway . A clo sed car was cro ss­ 
ing w’hen the ho rse with the y o u ng 
wo man stru ggling gamely o n its back, 
came alo ng. Miss Bo wers, fearing tLe 
ho rse wo u ld dash in fro nt o f the car, 
managed to swerv e his co u rse so that 
he plu nged into the rear do o r.

Yearly, Says Secreiary Wilson. 


SUGAR BEETS THE REMEDY. 


We Could Raise E n ou gh of T he m 1n 
One State, Declares the S e c re ta ry of 
Agriculture, to Supply the Needs 
o f 
the Whole Nation. 


By J A M E S W IL S O N , 
S e c r e ta r y of Agriculture. 
One would think that we had enough 
sunshine and wind and rain in this 


i country for all our needs, b ut at pres- 
i ent we are paying out to foreign na­ 
tion s the good round sum of $ 100.0Ul),- 
000 each year for these things. 
This 


j amount slips away from us for our an­ 
nual 
importations of sugar, 
which 
comes simply from the carb on dioxide 
of the atmosphere. There is 110 reason 
why we should not sav e this amount 
for our own people, our farmers and 
: lab orers, and so on. 
We could grow 
enough sugar b eets in a single state to 
supply the needs of the entire nation. 
1 hope some day we shall grow all the 
sugar we need right here at home. Blit 
i at present we are paying this enormous 
sum each year to the cane producer in 
! the tropics, employing the cheapest la- 
I b or under a foreign flag. 
When 1 first entered the cab inet as 
Secretary of Agriculture under Presi­ 
dent McKinley in 1897 I b ad b een con­ 
nected with the Iowa State Agricul- 
1 turaI college for six years, and out 
there we had made experiments which 
| taught us the great v alue of the sugar 
i» eet not only for its sugar, b ut as an 
aid to the other crops and in its b y­ 
products as a food for the stock. 
We made experiments with all sorts 
of root crops -potatoes, sugar b eets, 
i turnips, and so on -to ascertain which 
; would b e the most profitab le for the 
| Iowa fa rm e rs and dairymen. We had 
a large 
herd of dairy cows, and we 
tested these different v egetab les 011 
the cows to learn their effect in the 
production of milk and b utter. 
We 
| found that we could not get good re­ 
sults from turnips, potatoes and cab - 


b eets sent b ack to us for tcstiugs 
At the same time we started en­ 
couraging b eet growing in the north 
we b egan to stimulate the growing of 
rice in the south. 
And I anticipated 
that b y this time our farmers would 
b e growing enough of each of these 
products for our needs. But, while they 
grow today sub stantially as much rice 
as is consumed in the United States, 
the b eet crop furnishes only a small 
proportion of our sugar. 
It is more 
difficult to educate our farmers to 
b eet raising. Tt is a more complicated 
J form of activ ity. 
Last year our sugar b eet crop netted 
j 595,455 tons of sugar, worth $05.505,- 
| 000. Of this the farmers receiv ed ab out 
j $20.550,000 for the b eets, a fraction 
ov er 40 per cent. The b eet tops b rought 
$3 an acre, amounting to $1,358.478; 
the pulp (left after the sugar is ex­ 
tracted from the b eets) was worth 
$3.033,108 and the molasses, a b y­ 
product of the sugar. $1.211,030. 
80 
the total v alue of the crop was ov er 
$70,000.000. 
There is no more profitab le crop than 
the sugar b eet.
